City have in their charge complete electrical plants for 
generating power, light, etc., it was deemed advisable, afte! 
the abolition of the Electrical Construction Division, to retain 
in the employ of this Department, an electrical engineer b 
practically had the supervision of the installation of nearly 
all of this apparatus, including the plants on all of the ferry 
boats, Insane Hospitals (Austin and Pierce Farms), Cit) 
Hospital, all of the various institutions located on the islands 
in the harbor, the various drawbridges propelled by electric 
ity, and the plant at the Pumping Station, Cow Pasture. f 

His duties are to furnish other Departments, free Jl 
expense, at their request, with plans and expert advice on 4 
matters pertaining to this line of work, also the freque” 
testing of the candle-power of the incandescent lamps fur 
nished the City, in order that the correct standard of th® 
same may be maintained, and the City receive the m 
advantage of the light charged for.

ve made every effort to put the same in proper condition, 
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and I feel warranted in stating that in consideration of the 
amount expended, a good showing has been made, and during 
the coming year I expect to have all buildings in as good 
condition as they should be. 

I find that during the past three or four years the appro 
priations for repairs, alterations, etc., of Police, Fire, ant 
Street Department buildings have been made direct to the 
several Departments, they doing the repairs on the same 
and I take this opportunity of recommending that in future 
this amount be included in the estimates of this Department 
and that this Department have charge of carrying on the 
work, as was done formerly.
